4o On 20 November a amell plastic bomb exploded in the doorway of a building 
belonging to the Air Ministry. There was only small damage to the door but 
windows in a building aeross the street were broken, The Oficina de Control 
del Estado (OCS), Presidential intelligence agency, which is investigating 
this explosion, helleves that it is the work of persons connected with 
General. Benjamin Menendez, leader of the 28 September revolt, A note was 
left with the bomb which warned that President Peron would be the next terget.*
